PERNAMBUCO, Brazil, July 5. 
—The Italian aviators, Capt. Arturo 
Ferrarin and Maj. Carlo P. Del 
Prete, after landing at Genipabu 
beach, took off again in the direc- 
tion of Rio de Janeiro. They ran 
into a storm and dense fog just 
north of Pernambuco and returned 
to Genipabu at 7:15 p.m. They will 
remain there for the night.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, July 5.— 
(P)—A new distance record for sus- 
tained flight was completed this eve- 
ning when Capt. Arturo Ferrarin and 
Maj. Carlo P. Del Prete of the Italian 


ten miles north of Natal, Brazil, some 
4,485 miles from their takeff at Monte- 
celio field, near Rome, Italy, at 731 
p. m. Tuesday. 

They brought their big seaplane, the 
Savoai-64, in which they previously 
had established a world record of 58 
hours, 34 minute, and 26% seconds for 
duration flight, to the land after a flight 
that took them across the Mediter- 
ranean, through the straits of Gib- 
raltar and then southwest over the 
Atlantic via Cape Verde islands. 

Stormy weather with heavy clouds 
put the flyers in peril in the last hours 
of their effort and radio reports re- 
ceived here indicated that they had 
difficulty in maintaining their bear- 
ings after they reached the coast of 
Brazil. 


Sighted Over Natal. 
at 4:05 p. m., and were then believed | 
to be heading for Pernambuco. Three 
hours and 45 minutes later they came 
down ten miles north of Natal, at 
Point Genipabu. Poor visibility is be- 
lieved to have been the cause. 


Maj. Del Prete over Port Natal, which | 
is approximately 150 miles north of 
Pernambuco, marked the closing stage! 
of one of the most brilliant flights in 
the history of aviation. 

It is estimated that the Italians flew 
4,485 miles from Rome to Natal, the 
longest nenstop flight ever made. This 
breaks by about 576 miles the distance 
record from New York to Germany ef 
3,909 miles, established last year by 
Clarence Chamberlin and Charles Le- 
vine. 

' Keep True to Course. 

The airmen kept consistently to 
their course. They estimated when 
they started from Rome Tuesday 
night that they would be passing Gib- 
raltar about dawn, and at 6:15 a. m. 
they were sighted there. 

At 3 p. m., Greenwich time, they 
were sighted at Villa Cisneros, Rio de 
Oro, Africa, apparently headed for the 
Cape Verde islands. Soon afterwards 
a dispatch from St. Vincent said they 
were sighted 350 miles to the north. 
They hoped to pass over the islands 
at twilight and a radio dispatch to 
Buenos. Aires from the islands re- 


ported their passage at 5 p.m. They 
faced a flight of 1,600 miles over the

The California Supreme court today 
unanimously upheld the constitution- 
alfty of the law under which Wiliam 
Edward Hickman was tried and sen- 
tenced to bang for the murder of 13 
year old Marian Parker of Los Ap- 

geles. 
fhe decision sustained the trial 
court in Los Angeles, which after a 
trial found Hickman sane when 


he committec the murder and sen- 
termced him to death. The opinion held 
that in pleading “not guilty by rea- 


cage, Hickman had not been denied 
hie rights as a defendant under either 
the state or federal constitution, as 
his appea! petition alleged, and that 
hence his sentence must stand. 

Immediately after the Supreme 
court's ruling Hickman’s attorney, 
J@ome Walsh, announced in Kansas 

that the case would be appealed 

to..the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 

‘ Not Compelied to Plead. 
The appeal would be taken under 
the fourteenth amendment of the fed- 
eral. constitution, which guarantess a 
trial by “due process of law” and 
“equal protection ”’ to all defendants. 
The state Supreme court today ruled 
thlit the fourteenth amendment was 
nat violated in this case, as no defend- 
ant is compelled to plead “not guilty 
by reason of insanity.” In so plead- 
ing, the court heid, the accused admits 
commission of the acts alleged, but 
denies responsibility for them. 

The decision held that a person 
charged with a crime is presumed to 
be. sane until the contrary is estab- 


and that the “ present statute does not 
take away the defense of insanity, and

RESTORE OUR GREAT 
_ INLAND FISH RESERVE. 


In the current issue of Outdoor America, organ 
of the Izaak Walton league, appears an article on 
~'g@ subject which ought to have more attention 
jthan it has had. The writer, Albert Stoll Jr., con- 
ipervation editor of the Detroit News, discusses 
the decline of commercial fishing in the great 
dJakes. He calls it the “tragedy of the great 
lakes,” and if the deterioration of one of our 
great natural resources through selfishness, in 
ference and want of foresight is a tragedy, here 
we have it. The great lakes are, in fact, a great 
food reservoir, and one which in the rapid growth 
‘@2 our population will become more, not less, im- 
portant as years go by. Yet through lack of in- 
Jeligent codperation and common measures com- 
fparatively obvious and simple, fish are now less 
abundant than they were fifty years ago and are 
etill decreasing. Some of the most prized va- 
rieties are nearly extinct, their disappearance 
from our cuisine being concealed by various in- 
‘ferior substitutions. The famous whitefish of the 
takes, which was first in abundance in 1880 as it 
was and is first in popularity, is now in fourth 
place in the catch. The sturgeon is threatened 

with extermination, and the bluefin of Lake Su- 
‘perior, the blackfin In Michigan and the biloater 


in Ontario. 


“ Granting,” writes Mr. Stoll, “that the food 
fishes of the great lakes are in a bad way and 
that the industry is facing a critical period in its 
history, what are we going to do about it? Cer- 
tainly the depletion of a resource as important as 
this affects the entire country. Millions of dollars 
are invested in equipment, thousands of men are 
given employment and untold thousands of our 
reaidents look to it as a source of food supply. 
It simply cannot perish for want of proper regu- 
Jation, effective laws, lack of propagation or any

NARROW ROADS AND 
SLEEPY SUBURBS. 


The cities and town around Chicago are grow: 
ing more slowly than they did formerly, accord- 
ing to a recent statistical study by W. Straus 

:'& Co. A principal reason for the retarding of 
suburban growth, the bankers believe, is the in- 
adequacy of the highways leading into Chicago. 
| Suburban dwellers are even more dependent on 
their automobiles than are city dwellers. 

The Straus statisticians estimate that the popu- 
lation of the Chicago metropolitan district is now 
4,822,000. Of the total, 1,321,000 live outside Chi- 
cago, in cities and towns within a forty mile ra- 
dius of the city. A truer picture would have been 
obtained by extending the radius to include some 
of Chicago larger suburbs, such as Milwaukee 
with its population of approxiniately 600,000; 
Kenosha and Racine with another 100,000 between 
them: Rockford with 65,000, and South Bend. La- 
‘porte, and Michigan City with more than 100,000 


A contrasting picture has come from Putney 
Haight, THE TriBuNzE’s automobile editor, who has 
been making a survey of the roads in the vicinity 
of Detroit. There the policy of building 40 foot 
highways far into the countryside has been ac- 
cepted and is being pushed to completion. There 
the road builders are convinced that it is not only 
shortsighted but wasteful of money to build nar- 


The engineers of Wayne county, which includes 
Detroit, have determined that heavy busses and 
trucks cause only slight damage to wide roads but 
narrow roads quickly deteriorate under the con- 
‘stant hammering. Instead of scattering the load 
over a wide surface, it is all concentrated on the 
18 foot highways in two lanes. Wide roads re- 
quire only slight repairs while the narrow ones 


, Narrow roads are a liability on at least two 
counts: they retard the growth of the community 
and they are extremely costly to maintain.

. DIET AS CURE FOR OLD 


PEOPLE'S ITCH. 


ERY old people suffer great in- 
convenience from itching. They 
are not able to find relief by 


patent salve which appears to give re- 
Hef, probably as much through the 
grease as through the effects of any 
drugs. For the skin of old people is 
relatively dry and greaseless and greas- 
ing helps it. | 

Dr. H. Schneiderman has found a 
means of curing the disagreeable itching 
of old people. In his studies he found 
that the skin undergoes considerable 
change in old age and that the itching 
is one result of these changes. By using 
a certain diet he has cured some 25 
cases. His diet consists of one quart 
of milk and plenty of green vegetables 


and fruit and butter. These foods are . 


just as near free from salt as the taste 
of the old will admit of. Salt is never 
added to milk, but it is to butter. The 
butter eaten should be salt free. In 
cooking vegetables it is customary to 
add salt. He has old people eat vege- 
tables that are very Nightly salted. He 
does not favor the eating of celery and 
salt, or salad dressings rich in salt. 
There are people who eat salt on fruits 
and nuts. This practice is prohibited 
to elderly people who suffer from old 
man’s itch. 

The diet is very low in meat and eggs 
and does not contain a great amount of 
bread or cereal. In addition he gives 
some preparation of lime or calcium in 
full doses. There are many prepara- 
tlons of calcium on the market. Most 
of the inorganic preparations are un- 
Pleasant to take and since treatment 
must be continued a long time, not 
many have the grit to stick. The lac- 
tate is said to be less effective, but it 
is more agreeable to the palate. Some 
of the organic preparations have a not 
unpleasant taste. The same is true of 
some of the newer preparations which 
go by various trade names.

CINCINNATI.—Gen. Burnside re- 
ceived the following dispatch from 
Secretary of War Edwin M. Stanton: 
‘After three days of sanguinary bat- 
tles at Gettysburg, Gen. Meade has 
defeated Gen. Lee, who is now in full 
retreat.” 

BALTIMORE.—The correspondent 
of the Philadelphia Journal has just 
arrived from the Gettysburg battle- 
field. He states that the rout of Lee 
was complete. Gen, Meade has not 
only captured 20,000 rebels, but recap- 
tured al] our own troops who were 
in the hands of the rebels, Pleasanton 
has cut off Lee’s retreat through the 
gap leading to Chambersburg. On 
July 3 the rebel attack opened furious- 


ly on our extreme right held by Slo-} 


cum’s corps. For hours the fighting 
both with musketry and artillery was 
terrific: In the afternoon the rebels 
opened a furious attack upon the 
whole line of our center and left. 
During this attack occurred some of 
the most desperate fighting of the war. 
It was sustained on our part by the 


The attackers were A. P. Hill's and 
Longstreet's corps, forming nearly two- 


‘thirds of Lee's whole army. Pickett’s 


division of A. P. Hill's corps, regarded 
as their crack fighting division, was 
on the most exposed part of the at- 
tacking line. In one charge they 
made they swept up in three lines, 
each stretching nearly a mile along 
our center and left. 
they got within 200 yards before we 
opened fire on them, The line was 
instantly shattered and sent flying 
over the field, while one brigade threw 
down their arms and rushed en masse 
over to our lines and gave themselves 
up. From 6,000 to 7,000 will probably 
cover our entire losses in killed and 
wounded.

Chicago, July 2.—In recent excellent 
editorials THe Trisune has reproached 
the city authorities for delaying act‘on on 
airport facilities, and has pointed out 
the fact that more than conversation is 
needed to keep Chicago abreast of the 
times in the rapid development of com- 
mercial aviation.

During 1927, 103 factories turned out 
approximately 2,500 new planes, Con- 
servative estimates show that this mark 
has already been passed so far this 
year, All this means thousands of daily 
flights, and yet if an airplane crashes 
in Texas, or California or some other 
distant point, it makes the front page: 
if the accident occurs in the middle 
western states, it gets front page head- 
lines in the Chicago papers, 

It is not to be expected that newspaper 
editors will suppress such news, but does 
it have to be played up in head lines on 
the front page, thus adding to the sum 
total of misconception as to the safety 
of flying? . 

Dr. Fredérick Hoffman, consulting spe- 
cialist of the Prudential Life Insurance 
company, who has made a special study 
of aircraft accidents, states in part: 
“ During the year 1926 there were 160 
fatal accidents in air operations, includ- 
ing pilots, mechanics, passengers and 
others. The number was probably some- 
what less during 1927, while the air 
mileage during the year increased con- 
siderably. It is estimated that in 1927 
there were about 1,500 licensed pilots, 
among whom there occurred 11 fatali- 
tles—a rate of about 7 per 1,000. Even

: Chicago Golf Club Dresses 


The Chicago Golf club at Wheaton, 
where the international Walker cup 
matches will be played August 30 and 
31, already is preparing its course for 
the best eight amateurs in the United 
States and the best eight in England 
who can make the trip. Casually look- 
ing it over, even a harsh critic could 


| ask little more in the way of a test 


of golf. 

The total yardage is 6,579 yards as 
played regularty, but for the Walker 
cup matches it will be lengthened 
about 200 yards. Each hole will be 
stretched ai few yards, while the 415 
yard twelfth will be extended about 
thirty yards. And what a beauty of a 
golf shot that’s going f make from 
the tee. 

The course is truly one for a cham- 
pionship, not because of its length— 
Any course can be long—but because 
of its layout. To return to length for 
a moment, eight of the eleven two 
shot holes will be 400 to 445 yards, 
demanding some great long second 
shots, despité the fact the greeng on 
the whole are large. The short holes 
are 220, 190, 160 and 130 yards, the 
latter all water carry and the three 
five pars are 434, the easy getaway 
first, 540 and 527 on present measure- 


ments. 
Course Well Trapped. 


The placing and variety of the 110 
traps on the course are the real diffi- 
culties. The course runs to cross 
traps, a type of golf architecture 
sometimes called “old fashioned ” but 
critics should see the Chicago Golf 
club’s course before condemning it. 
The traps. stand out on the fairway 
from the tee like a clean cut cameo. 
There is nothing hidden, merely open 
threat of penalty for a missed shot. 
And the traps surely inflict the pen- 
aity of their threat. They demand 
keen accuracy plus the long forced 
carries of a cleanly hit golf shot. 
Nearly every tee shot demands a
